blazed brightly as patrols In 
tanks and armored cars toured 
the city enforcing martial law 
decreed by the German military 
commander who had Interned

Danish government. 
Tile fires in the harbor arca could 
be seen from the Swedish coast. A 
series of deafening explosions' set 
them off at dawn yesterday as D an­ 
ish naval forces sent the greater 
part of their small navy to the bot­ 
tom.
